U.S. Cavalry Chases Bandits 


Into Mountains of Mexico, 
Killing Eighteen in Fight 


 Kiddricen Troopers Pursue 
Mexican Raiders for Dis- 
tance of Ten Miles Across 
Border — Stolen Property 
Recovered. 


Marfa, Texas, December 27.—After 
pursuing bandits who raided the Brite 
ranch and store Christmas morning, for 
a distance of ten miles into the moun- 
tains of Mexico, the American cavalry 
troops today recrosséd the Rio Grande 
to American territory at noon today and 
made a complete report to Colonel 
George T. Langhorne of the expedi- 
tion across the border. 

Eighteen Bandits Killed 

The American cavalrymen killed 
eighteen members of the bandits, wound- 
ed twenty and scattered the remainder 
in the mountains south of the line. They 
brought back twenty-five harses, 
which had been so hard ridden that 
they had to be abandoned. 

In addition to the eighteen bandits 
Known to have been killed it is be- 
lieved that as many more were killed 
in the pursuit and their bodies buried 


WALL STREET BACKS 
PRESIDENT S MOVE 


Sensational Advance Made 
in Stock Market Following 
Announcement That Gov- 
ernment Would Run Rail- 
roads. 


New York, December 27.—Wall street 
expressed unqualified indorsement of 
President Wilson’s plan for the gov- 
ernment to run the railroads, by a 
sweeping advance today in the securi- 
ties market. The upturn was one of the 
most sensational in years. The assur- 
ances of net earnings and of the main- 
tenance of railroad properties were the 
factors of the government program 
which pleased investors and dealers in 
stocks and bonds. 

The pessimism of the last few months 
over the railroad outlook gave way to 
enthusiasm when the rather unexpected 
news from Washington was read in 
this morning’s papers. Orders to buy 
poured into brokers’ offices from over 
all the country and the market was 
primed for a big advance long before 
it opened.

Border Is Patroliled. 


A wounded Mexican, who said he was 
a Mexican federal soldier, was brought 
here tonight from Valentine and en- 
tered in the base hospital. He told 
army officers he was wounded during 
a skirmish between Villa followers and 
a Mexican federal patrol opposite Bou- 
quillas. He is being closely questioned 
in an effort to establish his identity. 

Truck drivers running between Pre- 
sidio and Marfa reported to Colonel 
Langhorne late today they had viewed 
the body of the bandit leader who was 
killed at the Brite ranch, sand stated 
they had seen him in Presidio, and 
that he had lived near Ojinaga. He 
insisted he was an interned exican 
soldier taken from Presidio to Marfa 
after the capture of Ojinaga, November 
24, by Villa. 

At Valentine, thirty miles west of 
here, automobiles patrolled the river 
roads all last won ge cavalrymen guard- 
ed the town and citizens remained up 
all night, in anticipation of a raid.

German Rumors Denied. 


Rumors that Germans in Mexico were 
responsible for the’ Brite ranch and 
store raid and Fitzgerald store raid 
Christmas day were refuted tonight by 
Colonel George T. Langhorne, district 
commander, who ordered an investiga-‘ 
er of the political aspects of the 
raid. 

It is believed here the German rumor 
originated in the minds of local men 
and is not substantiated by facts. 
Colonel Langhorne is awaiting the ar- 
rival of Captain Sprinkle, who obtained 
important papers from the bodies of 
the bandits killed, before reaching a de- 
cision as to the identity of one of the 
raiders. 

He is also making an effort to deter- 
mine whether the raid at the Fitzgerald 
ranch Christmas night was made by 
the same band that raided the Brite 
ranch and looted the store and post- 
office. 

The theories that the raiders were 
regular Mexican troops, Villa follow- 
ers and Chico Cano’s outlaw band have 
been advanced here, but sufficient facts 
have not yet been developed to fix 
the responsibility, it was announced 
at military headquarters.

London, December 27.—More than 300 
menrbers of the German minority so- 
clalist party were arrested on Christ- 
mas eve by the German military au- 
thorities, according to a Zurich dispatch 


The dispatch reads: 

“Following the arrests of minority 
socialists at Cologne and Karlsruhe 
recently, the German military authori- 
ties made a large number of arrests on 
Christmas eve in Munich, Frankfort, 
Leipsic, Madgeburg, Dusseldorf, Darm- 
stadt, Nuremburg, Dortmund, Cassel, 
Mannheim, Mayence, Coburg, Duisburg 
and Gotha.

The central powers, Count Czernin, the 
Austro-Hungarian foreign minister, told 
the peace conference at Brest-Litovsk 
yesterday, solemnly declare their re- 
solve to immediately sign terms which 
will terminate the war on conditions 
equally just to all belligerents. The 
central powers also favor 
peace without forcible annexations and

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selves to such terms without a guaran- 
tee that Russia’s allies would recog- 
nize them and carry them out honest- 
ly toward the central powers. 

Count Czernin declared that the cen- 
tral powers believed that the basic 
principles uttered by the Russian dele- 
gates could be the basis of such a 
peace. He said they shared Russian 
condemnation of a continuation of the 

. war for the sake of poseeens. 
All Allies Must Agree. 

It is necessary to indicate most clear- 
ly, the count added, that the Russian 
proposals could be realized only in 
the event that all belligerents obligated 
themselves to adhere to the terms of 
such a peace.

SNUG XMAS BONUSES 
GIVEN GA. R. R: FORCE 


Augusta, Ga., December 27. — (Spe- 
cial.)—Snug bonuses were distributed 
by the Georgia railroad to the clerical 
force and departmental heads of the 
gweneral offices here.

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THE RAILROAD PROCLAMATION 


At noon today an expedient that for nine 
months has been manifestly inevitable will 
become a fact: The railroads of the country 
will pass into the direct and immediate con- 
trol of the United States government for the 
duration of the war. 

This action, which is being taken by the 
president under authorization of an act of 
congress passed in August, 1916, is, in the 
president’s mind, not only justified but neces- 
sitated by existing and prospective condi- 
tions brought about by the war, and the peo- 
ple generally agree with him and his posi- 
tion. ‘ 

In taking this drastic, though justifiable, 
step, the president takes very great pains 
to emphasize the fact that “just and reason- 
able compensation” will be allowed to the 
ewners of the properties affected, and he 
specifies that he will recommend to con- 
gress, with full confidence of favorable 
action, that this compensation be based upon 
“the av of the net operating income” 
of the roaus affected by his order “for the 
three-year period ending June 30, 1917.” 

Not only that, but he goes further in his 
effort to make it plain that the credit of 
the railroads will not be adversely affected,

“But nothing herein contained, ex- 
pressed or implied, or hereafter done or 
suffered hereunder, shall be deemed in 
any way to impair the rights of the 
stockholders, bondholders, credits and 
other persons having interesta in said 
systems of transportation or in _ the 
profits thereof, to receive just and 
adequate compensation for the use and 
control and operation of their prop- 
perties hereby assumed.” 

This guarantee of the government’s pro- 
tection of the property rights of the raifl- 
road security holders, based as it is upon 
one of the cardinal principles of the Amer- 
ican constitution, is a strong and reassuring 
passage in the president’s masterly state- 
ment accompanying his order. | 

There has been no doubt that this action 
had to come sooner or later; the only ques- 
tfon being as to just how the step would be 
taken, and whether or not the government, 
in taking over the operation of the railroads, 
would do it on the same basis that would 
be fair to the owners of the properties. 

The president has very wisely and very 
justly extended practically the same guar- 
antee as that of the British government, and

assure the public that the railroad owners 


are going to have fair play and just treat- 
ment will go a long way toward bringing 
to a balance the shaken confidence of the 
country as regards all railroad properties, 
the values of which have been steadily fall- 
ing for the past year.

arrangements had been made and that it had 
actually ordered the rails, leaving only the 


actual construction work’to be done. 


Then when one track was completed and 
it was found that many of the cars that were 
operating on that one track were not filled 
with due regularity, it seems that the com- 
pany quietly concluded to abandon its plans 
for constructing a double-track line. No an- 
nouncement to that effect has been made, 
but no work has been done! —~ 

If all carrier corporations were to act 
upon that principle there wouldn't be a 
double-track trolley line nor a‘ double-track 
railroad line in the entire country, because 
no transportation company can expect all or 
most of its cars to carry capacity loads all 
of the time. 

Between Camp Gordon and Atlanta even 
the single-track trolley system was not put 
into operation until winter was almost upon 
us. Now we have the shorte8t days, the 
coldest days and the bleakest weather of the 
year. From now until mid-summer the days 
will be growing longer and warmer, and 
during the spring and summer will be the 
time, therefore, when the men at Camp Gor- 
don will, if possible to get here, come to 
Atlanta in greater numbers than at any 
other time. They will have plenty of time 
to come after the day’s routine at the camp 
and return to their barracks before’ night. 

The Constitution, therefore, now repeats 
what it has said many times in the past: 
That the trolley company owes it to the 
merchants of Atlanta to complete this job 
and carry out its promise; it owes it to the 
35,000 soldiers at Camp Gordon, many of 
whom will not take the chances of coming to 
Atlanta and suffer the fate that befell thou- 
sands of their stranded comrades who ven- 
tured to make the trip on Christmas day; it 
owes it to its ordinary obligation as a public 
carrier connecting a city of 200,000 popula- 
tion with another of 35,099 population, not 
counting the additional thousands who are 
drawn to the cantonment by reason of its 
activities. 

Again we say to the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce that it is its duty to insist upon 
it that the pledge of the Georgia Railway 
and Power company be carried out! 


COAL VS. TELEGRAMS. 


For weeks now there has been a cease- 
less interchange of telegrams between At- 
lanta@/ and Washington anent the coal situa- 
tion—resulting in plenty of promises, but no 
coal. ' 

Daily the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce 
has wired to Washington to the effect that 
“our people are: Suffering—they are freez- 
ing; for God’s sake see that we get some 
coal!” And every time the senatorial re- 
sponse comes that “Atlanta’s appeal has 
been duly laid before the ftiel administra- 
tion and I have every assurance that the 
Situation will be immediately relieved,” etc 
etc. - 

But nothing comes of it—at any rate, no 
coal! 

Thus goes on, day after day. this Al- 
phonse-Gaston swapping of courtesies over 
the wires—from Atlanta to the capital; from 
the capital back to Atlanta. And the peeple 
of Atlanta who are lucky enough to own 
wooden fences must make firewood of them 
and the rest may freeze! 

Meanwhile the fuel administrator reasons 


that Atlanta, having received as much coal’ 
as it had at this time last year—before either | 


Camp Gordon or the McPherson prison camp, 
etc., were even thought of—cannot be so 
badly off as it professes to be, and that its 
alleged desperation is largely “psycho- 
logical!” 
How long is this thing to continue? 
isn’t it about time somebody was getting 
to the bottom of the matter, finding a means 
of relief and seeing that it is applied!

Liberty vs. Equality. 


(From The Yale Review.) 

. To a sincere man, devoted to the principle 
of liberty, few things are more a‘bhorrent 
than coercion by other than moral or intel- 
lectual pressure. Any democracy like ours, 
in consequence, is infinitely more easy-going 
than any autocracy. e are inclined con- 
tinually to let things go at loose ends. 
Especially is this true of a people which, like 
our own, is recruited from nearly every quar- 
ter of the earth. We are continually in fear 
of offending the susceptibilities of our neigh- 
bors. We are continually hedging, compro- 
mising, apologizing, until we have elevated 
our national Virtue of good-natured toler- 
To it are to be ascribed 
most of the evils which, as a whole, we endure 
more patiently than ‘any other nation of 
equal civilization. We have, in John Mar- 
shall’s words, talked liberty so long that we 
have forgotten—among other things—prov- 
ernment. The result was what might have 
been expected. When the question arose of 
raising forces to defend not only our /prin- 
ciples but our position as a nation ard the 
perpetuation of our rights, we found our- 
selves hampered by our traditions, the most 


‘sacred of which was liberty. The difficulty 


which we confronted almost at once was 
two-fold., On the one hand, there was that 
element known now to all men as “slackers:” 
on the other, there was the infringement of 
every man’s right to determine for himself 
his relations to the government to which «he 
owed allegiance. Liberty meant’ freedom not 
to volunteer, no less than the duty of volun- 
teering. As in England, the best element 
would hasten to the service of the state, the 
worst, to their own safety or even their 
profit. Therefore, whatever liberty there 
was, made for inequality as between the 
conscientious and self-sacrificing on the one 


hand, and the selfish exploiters on the other.

Moraht on Inonse Offensive.

Major Moraht is usually the best informed 


military critic of Germany. In view of the 
expected German offensive on the west front, 
the following article by him, which appeared 
in the Hamburger Nachrichten, may be re- 
garded as prophetic. He asserts that the 
Italian armies are to be disposed of as were 
the Serbian and Rumanian, and that then 
the British are to be taught a lesson. . Major 
Moraht writes: 


-“On October 24 the troops of the central 
powers began their attack on the Isonzo 
front and took the Italians completely by 
surprise. On a front twenty-four miles wide 
our powerful and technically far superior 
massed artillery bombarded the enemy’s posi- 
tions between Flitsch and Tolmino, render- 
ing them untenable. Our bambardment ex- 
tended along the whole Isonzo front, as far 
as the sea coast, and paved the way for 
the ‘tactical break through, which within 
four days developed into a strategic victory. 
It was a worthy counterpart to the decisive 
break through in May, 1915, which forced the 
Russians to withdraw from their front in 
Galicia, and to break through in the sum- 
mer of 1917°at Zloczow-Zborow which drove 
back the Russian revolutionary army from 
the region round Tarnopol and the Car. 
pathians, cleared Galicia and freed Buko- 
wina. Our present operations against the 
Italian front are in no sense ‘an offensive 
of limited aims.’ Thée object of our high 
command now is to render one of our many 
adversaries harmless, just as we did in the 
case of the other enemy kingdoms in the 
southeast. We may cherish the hope that 
this goal will be attained, after the brilliant 
Successes of the first few days. We may 
also hope that we are nearer victory and 
peace. . 


“The twelfth battle of the Isonzo has 
at the last moment changed the complexion 
of our fight with Italy. The Italian attitude 
toward the war was quite recently extremely 
supercilious. Their hopes of victory had 
been inflated by the support they had re- 
ceived from England, France and America, 
and Cadorna is reported to have been plan- 
ning a fresh series of attacks. Italy has 
indeed had a severe fall this time. Instead 
of marching toward Trieste, they will have 
to retreat, if they are lucky, toward Treviso 
and.the line running from Cicenza to Padua. 

.“Lesson for British.” 

‘What is the reason for the sudden, and 
to many people quite unexpected, collapse of 
the Italian army? We can only give one 
answer with any degree of certainty: italy’s 


army has collapsed use it was opposed 
to an army under far Superior leadership, 
such. leadership as Cadeorna wad fot the least 
ability to resist. The only general on whom 
the Italians can rely has always been highly 
esteemed. The Secolo, congratulating him on 
his victory at Gorizia in August of last 
year wrote: ee 

“‘Celerity and surprise are the secrets 
of the success which the great Corsican 
master has taught us.’ ' 

“Cadorna will soon perhaps have leisure 
to reflect on the truth of these words, for 
the ‘celerity’ with which our troops carried 
out the attack and the ‘surprise’ which, was 
experienced by the Italians were the secrets 
of our success. Last August, Cadorna said, 
in speaking of the offensive of the eleventh 
battle on the Isoenzo: 

“‘Although the victory is not yet com- 
plete, Italy may well be proud of all that 
she has accomplished up to now for the men 
who have given their lives and their mil- 
liards of money which have been spent 
(more than a million and a half of men 
and twenty-three milliards of money have 
been sacrificed) have, already enhanced her 
fame and prestige in the eyes of the world.’ 

“Then comes the qualification, Cadorna 
adds: ‘ 

“‘Rut it is a matter of paramount neces- 
sity for the weather to ‘be fairly good; un- 
fortunately, it looks very threatening just 
now.” 

Italy and Flanders, 

“That sounds rather like a misgiving, and 
although the Italian prime minister, deeply 
moved, embraced the general on that oc- 
ecasion, he will now after this disgrace turn 
his back on him in disillusionment. 

“T feel compelled to compare the situation 
in Italy and Fianders. Just as eleven battles 
of the Isonzo raged. on the front of the 
central powers, the English, with an army 
of similar strength, attacked our front eleven 
times in the neighborhood of Ypres. In 
three months thé English have gained rather 
more than thirty-six square miles at the cost 
of rivers of blood. Im fighting which lasted 
for five and one-quarter months altogether 
Cadorna gained something like 400 square 
miles of Austro-Hungarian territory. In 
four days the whole Italian army collapsed. 
How long will it be before we regain those 
thirty-six square miles which the English 
have gained in Flanders? A soldierly feel- 
ing causes me to hepe that Great Britain 
will learn her lesson on the battlefield. Let 
there be no peace negotiations until the im- 
provised British army, has received a re- 
minder such as Italy has experienced.”

| Is New England Decadent? 


(From The Yale Review.) 

In the preface of ‘“Who’s Who,” the peo- 
ple mentioned in that volume are tabulated 
according to their place of birth. A com- 
parison of these figures with the population 
of the various states at the time when the 


people mentioned in ‘“‘Who’s Who” were born, 
shows that Massachusetts has unquestionably 
produced vastly more than her proportion 
of the men who have made America what it 
is. Connecticut and Rhode Island have ‘fol- 
lowed closely on her heels, while the north- 
ern New England states have much more 
than held their own as compared with the 
rest of the country. Even New York with 
all its possibilities ranks lower than any 
New Engiand state, and but half as high as 
Massachusetts. The only satisfactory ex- 
planation seems to be that New England 
was settled by the strong-willed Pilgrim 
Fathers and by other Puritans who fled to 
the wilderness to maintain their high ideals, 
and that heredity has preserved some of their 
best qualities. It has, been a fad to decry 
puritanism, Dut people of Puritan descent 
have undeniably taken the foremost place. 
Apparently they have done so because they 
inherit the strength of mind which made 
it possible to develop their stern conscien- 
tious system and carry out their noble pur- 

ses in spite of temptation and opposition. 
n the face of this conclusion, it is discon- 
certing to find that a comparison of the older 
and younger men in “Who’s Who” shows an 
unmistakable decline in New England. West- 
ward migration of New Englanders and the 
incoming of foreigners may possibly offer an 
adequate explanation, but Colonel Woodruff 
suggests another solution which, if true, is 
most ominous. He holds. the early _ Puritans 
in as high esteem as do President Eliot and 
Professor Ross, but hé believes that today 
the old Puritan stock is decadent, and its 
power is gone. In Massachusetts it may 
still be a vital force; but, in general, it is 
not touching the main currents of the na- 
tion’s life. The new environment_of Amer- 
ica has been,too much for it. Generation 
by neration, so he says, it has grown 
weaker in physique, more neurotic, less pro- 
lific.

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THE SOURCE OF IRON IN THE BLOOD. —_

veins,” one may be a “red-blooded man,” and — 
still be a sickly, weak or physically | 
petent individual, : 
When doctors prescribe iron—we. a 
when they prescribe_it intelligently to meet 
a definite purpose—they know full well that 
the iron in the medicine will not be assimi- 
lated by the blood. They know that the 
medicinal forms of iron, whether of inor- 
ganic (mineral) or organic (animal or vege- 
table) origin, must all undergo certain 
chemical changes before it can be absorbed 
into the blood. The mecidinal iron must be 
decomposed and converted into the precise 
combination the body can utilize. There- 
fore it is of little importance which form 
‘of iron is given as medicine. Dr. Jacobi 
demonstrated years ago that even when iron 
is injected directly into the veins @ consid- 
erable part of it was at once eliminated 
through the intenstime, and the remainder 
deposited in the liver, spleen and other tis- 
sues, to be slowly eliminated from the body. 
Given internally as medicine, iron stimu- 
lates or irritates the digestive organs, and 
also stimulates of irritates certain blood- 
producing organs, such as the spleen, and 
the marrow of bones. , 
If your blood lacks iron, you should look 
to your food to supply iron. Anemia is a 
Symptom, always, and not a distinct disease. 
In order to overcome anemia you must learn 
what is producing it in your particular cage, 
and there are a great many different causes. 
When the cause has been found it must be 
removed. Then your blood will soon regain 
normal strength, provided your food is rea- 
sonably varied and not too much restricted 
to easily digested and artificially denaturized 
articles. Foods which supply available fron 
for the body are the green garder vere- 
tables, fresh fruits, whole cereals, fresh 
meats, eggs, raw milk. The skins of pota- 
toes (baked) contain much available iron. 
When the number of red corpuscles is re- 
duced in anemia other remedies than iron 
Sive better results. Iron is more effective 
for the increase of the hemoglobin or color- 
ing matter of the red corpuscles, when that 
has been reduced by some disease, by hem- 
orrhages, by various poisons, by foul air, 
etc. Only by making an examination of a 
drop or two of blood can the doctor deter- 
mine whether the red corpuscles or the 
hemoglobin is the deficient factor. It is 
impossible to say with certainty whether an 
individual is really anemic merely by look- 
ing at the skin, the nails or the mucous 
membranes, for paller and good color are 
very deceiving.

I am fourteen years old and bow -legged.

ANSW ER—If the bowing is so great as 
to amount to a deformity, the bones may 
be fractured and reset in better position 
provided the bowing is in the bones. Sonie- 
times the bend is mostly at the knee joint 
and a joint operation is required. The ex- 
pense could be learned from the orthopedic 
surgeon. 

Cheating the Baby. 

I have a baby 14 months old and have 
been feeding him on barley water and cow's 
milk. He does not seem _ to thrive—he 
weighed 20 pounds four months ago and still 
weighs the same. (Mrs. E. S.) 

ANSW'ER—When a baby is eight months 
old the following articles should generally 
be added to the milk diet: A teaspoonful or 
two a day of fresh vegetables of any kind 
well cooked and strained through a sieve. 
Once a day some fresh beef, mutton or 
chicken broth, with baked potato after the 
tenth month. Some fresh fruit juice apart 
from milk feedings once #@day, or some well 
stewed fruit pulp. After the tenth month 


straight pure milk should be given as the 

chief part of the dict, and instead of barley 

water feed well cooked cereals. ”

Kindly explain the cause of the trouble 
commonly known as “pink eye.” Is it due 
to weather conditions or is it contagious?

ANSWER—It is an acute conjunctivitis 
(inflammation of the lining of lids and cov- 
ering of eyeball) caused by a germ known 
as the Koch-Weeks bacillus, and spread from 
one person.to another through personal con- 
tact.

Red Cross Designated 
To Distribute Supplies 
To American Prisoners 


Washington, December 27.—The 
‘American Red Cross was designated in 


army orders today as the distributing 
agency of quartermasters supplies sent 
“to American soldiers and others who 
may be prisoners in the hands of any 
power with — ae United States 
may at any time be at war.” 

The Red Cross already has establish- 
ed at Berne, Switzerland, machinery 
through which food and clothing have 
been forwarded from America to Amer- 
icans held prisoners in Germany, and 
so is prepared to carry on this work 
for the war department. Only a few 
‘Americans now are held in Germany, 
‘but as the size of the army on the 
‘western front increases the number of 
prisoners inevitably will grow and the 
‘war department must provide supplies 
for them. 

No announcement has been made by 
the navy, but it was assumed from the 
language of today’s order that naval 
prisoners all will be furnished neces- 
sities by the army. Most ‘of the men 
now held in Germany were taken from 
merchant ships. 

Today’s order provides that no money 
may be sent to prisoners for the pur- 
chase of food. 


JAILED FOR THEFT 
OF UNIFORM CLOTH 


New York, December 27.—Louis Da- 
vidson, proprietor of a cloth shrinking 
and refinishing works in this city, was 
locked up in the Tombs prison tonight 
on a charge of embezzling govern- 
ment property. The arrest was made 
in connection with the disappearance 
of 350 bolts of olive drab uniform 
cloth, valued at $50,000, which, for 
‘several months, had puzzied the quar- 
termaster’s department of the army. 

The conspiracy to steal uniform 
cloth is said to have been extensive, 
involving at least two civilian em- 
ployees of the quartermaster’s depart-

On the other hand, The Daily Mail, 
which long has campaigned against 
Admiral Jellicoe, says it cannot pretend 
regret. 

The Times, though less frankly out- 
spoken, does not conceal its satisfac- 
tion, and sees in the change the deter- 
mination of the government to give 
younger men a chance. 

There is generally expressed expecta- 
tion that the first sea lord’s removal is 
only the first of a series of changes, and 
it is evident that if expectation is not 
fulfilled, there will be great dissatis- 
faction in many quarters. In this con- 
nection criticisms of the admiralty ad- 
ministration are reiterated. 


20,000,000 ACRES 
OF' LAND OWNED 
BY U.S. NEGROES 


New York, December 27.—Negroes in 
the United States own. approximately 
20,000,000 acres of land, or an area 
equalling the combined territory of 
New Hampshire, ~Vermont, Massachu- 
setts and Rhode Island, as well as 
other property valued at $1,000,000,000, 
according to Moorfield Storey, president 
of the National Association for the Ada- 
Vancement of Colored People, who ad- 
dressed a conference of the associa- 
tion here tonight. The war has given 
the negro opportunity to fight for his 
country, Storey continued, and the con- 
duct of the black man on the battle- 
field will prove of great benefit to the 
race. 

“The country needs all her men,

Boston, December 27.—Members of the 
federal trade commission investigating 
the packing industry arrived from 
Washington late today on a train that 
was delayed eight hours, causing a 
postponement of the hearing in this city 
until tomorrow. The inquiry here will 
continue through Saturday. 

Francis J. Heney, special counsel for 
the commission, announced tonight that 


Frederick H. Prince, of Boston, one of 
the organizers.of the Chicago Stock 
Yards company, would not be subpoe- 
naed to testify. He said that neither ‘ 
Mr. Prinee nor any other of the finan- 
cial leaders of the stock yards or- 
ganization would be called. 

“If any of these men were subpoe- | 
naed and testified,” he added, “it would 
mean an immunity bath for them that 
is, if they testified they could claim im- 
munity under the law from prosecution 
if any violation of the law was discov- 
ered.” 


TO DIVIDE AFRICA,

* Washington, December 27.—President 
Wilson's decision ‘to take over the rail- 
roads will keep the senate coal inquiry 
within narrower Nmits than originally 
planned. Menrbers of the manufactures 
committee, investigating both coal and 
sugar, are disinclined to go into the 
transportation difficulties now that

sight, and in the hearing today touched 
only casually upon the lack of railroad 
facilities which has been blamed for 
most of the coa] shortage. - . 
W. B. Colver, member of the federal 
trade commission, the only. witness 
today, said failure of railroads to place 
enough cars at mines had resulted ‘in 
bituminous miners of the country being 
idle an average of two or three days a 


week, which not only limits produc- 
tion, but tends to make discontented 
laborers. Had there been plenty of 
cars this yéar, he stated, enough coal 
could have been mined to make up the 
50,000,000-tonm shortage el Adminis- 
trator Garfield estimates exists. 

Mr. Colver reiterated the. commis- 
sion’s opinion that no car shortage ex- 
ists and that misplacing of cars is what 
is causing the trouble. 

Production was at its lowest é¢bb 
and prices the highest, he testified, 
when President Wilson set tentative 


coal prices in August, and it was price: 


conditions prior to that and transpor- 
tation conditions, both rail and water, 
since that led to the present situation. 

Barly last summer Mr. Colver -told 
the committee, the operators had con- 
tracted for 80 per cent of the estimated 
output ‘for the year at prices higher 
than those later fixed. Just before the 
prices were fixed there was violent 
bidding for coal not contracted for, and 
in many cases still higher prices were 
paid. Then, he explained, the opera- 
tors hurried to deliver this high-priced 
product, leaving the comtract coal, the 
bulk of deliveries, until later. In con- 
Sequence, he said, coal usually shipped 
to the great lakes, New England and 
other sections during the summer was 
not sent, and in the fall when the 
operators turned to their contracts 
there were no facilities for delivery. 

Prices set by the president were 
high, the commissioner testified, but 
not nearly so high as those in most 
contracts and much lower than that 
sold without contract. Existing con- 
tracts.in most instances have been al- 
lowed to stand, hence much coal is be- 
ing sold at prices higher than those 
fixed by the president. 

The committee will 
again tomorrow morning, with Food 
Administrator Hoover testifying. The 
statement which he tried to get before 
the committee last week already has 
been made public at the white house, 
but it is expected he will be questioned 
during the entire day.

Pottawatomie county, Kansas, 
never loomed very large in the pages 
of history until April 5, 1915. It was 
on that memorable diem that Jess Wil- 
lard, Pottawatomie county’s most fa- 
mous citizen, defeated Jack Johnson 
and established the pugilistic suprem- 
acy of the white race once more. 
There'll -be big doings out in Potta- 
watomie tomorrow, for it’s Jess’ birth- 
day, his thirtieth to be exact, and just 
because Jess might not be present to 
attend the festivities it’s not going to 
dampen the ardor of the celebrants one 
whit or tittle, whatever that is. Jess 
is cavorting around the country some- 
where, bossing a circus. 

Willard was a cowboy before he 
started out to disarrange the maps of 
his fellow men. He spent the days in 
punching fractious steers and the 
- nights in. growing. Every morning he 
found that he had grown an inch or 
two during the night, and the process 
didn’t stop until he had gained an al- 
titude of 6 feet 7 inches above sea 
level. He has a reach of 83% inches 
and weighs about 235 pounds when in 
condition. It was seven years ago 
that Willard started fighting in. the 
ring. His first match was with Louis 
Fink at Sapulpa, Okla., and he lost on 
a foul. Later he fought Fink in 
Oklahoma City and put him to sleep 
in the third round. During 1911 Wil- 
lard took part in eight battles, all in 
Oklahoma, and won all put the first 
five of them by Knockouts. The next 
year: Jess set out for the east and made 
a good showing against Luther McCar- 
ty and Arthur Pelky in New York, be- 
sides knocking out Soldier Kearns and 
other “hopes.” Willard’s first twenty- 
round engagement was with Gunboat 
Smith in San Francisco in 1913. The 
big Kansan had a bad case of stage 
fright and Smith got the decision. 
After the unfortunate “Bull” Young 
battle at Vernon Jess returned to the 
east, ontpointing ‘‘Boer” Rodel in Mil- 
waukee and giving Carl Norris’ the 
whipping of his young life in New 
York. Later Jess Knocked out Rodel 
in New Haven and put a crimp in the 
aspirations of George Davis in Buffalo, 
After cleaning up some more he finally 
became the “white hope” and he made 
good by defeating Johnson at Havana 
on April 5, 1915. And now Fred Ful- 
ton wants to mix it up with the big 
man from Pottawatomie county. We 
wish him luck.

The dictator of the railroads will 
have the power to supersede existing 
laws, Mr. Hitt points out, which means, 
for one instance, that the present Geor- 
gia law allowing a shipper a minimum 
carload weight of 20,000 pounds, when 
the average car has a capacit of 
80,000, may be done away with in 
the interest of economy in car space. 
Mr. Hitt points out that between 500 
and 1,000 new laws are passed every 
year by the various state legislatures

I have always believed that the providing 
of systems and facilities for intercommuni- 
cation and transportatian for the public was 
in reality a governmental function and duty.

“Broomstick Preparedness” 
Should Teach Us Lesson, 
~ Declares Col. Roosevelt 


Kansas City, Mo., December 27.— 
(Special.)}—Theodore Roosevelt in a 
statement on “Broomstick Prepared- 
ness, a Study in Cause and Effect,’ is- 


sued tonight, writes as follows: 
“It is earnestly to be hoped that the 
congressional investigation into the 
fruits of our military unpreparedness 
will keep two objects clearly in mind. 
“First, the aim must be to speed up 
the work of efficient war preparation 
by doing away with all the present 
practices that are wrong. 
‘Second, the aim should be to make 
evident to all our people that our 
present shameful] shortcomings are due 
to failure to prepare in advance and 
that never again ought we to allow 
our government leaders to put us in 
such a humiliating and unworthy po- 
sition. 

Officers Cannot Talk. 
“It will be quite impossible to get at 
all the facts of our unpreparedness. 
Most officers will be very reluctant 
to testify to the whole truth. They 
Know that they will suffer if they do 
s0, because they have seen the pun- 
ishment inflicted by the administration 
on Major General Wood, for the sole 
reason that he dared to tell the truth 
about our shortcomings and dared to 
advocate preparedness in advance. For 
this reason I am not at liberty to quote 
the generals, eolonels, captains and 
lieutenants of the artillery, infantry, 
medical corps and quartermaster corps 
who have told me of their troubles 
with unheated hospitals, insufficient 
drugs, summer Wderclothes in winter 
weather, lack of overcoats, of shoes, of 
rifles, of ammunition, of cannon, but 


in the camps [I visited I saw some 
things so evident that no harm can 


come to any officer from my speaking 
of them. 

“Last fall I saw thousands of men 
drilling with broomsticks. I have such 
a broomstick now before me. Last fall 
I saw thousands of men drilling with 
rudely whittled wooden guns. I have 
one such before me now. I saw them 
drilling with wooden machine guns as 


late as the beginning of December. I 
saw barrels mounted on. sticks, on 
which zealous captains were endeavor- 
ing to teach their men how to ride a 
horse. I saw in the national army 
camps in Illinois and Ohio scores of 
wooden cannon. Doubtless any man 
cam see them now if he goes there. 

“The excellent officers in the camp 
are as rapidly as possible remé@dying 
these deficiencies. I hope and believe 
that by spring they will all be reme- 
died. But let our people not forget that 
for one year after 
war with us we were wholly unable to 
defend ourselves and owed our safety 
only to the English and French ships 
and armies. 


Refused to Prepare.| 


“The cause was our refusal to pre- 
pare in advance. President Wilson's 
message of December, 1914, in which 
he ridiculed those who advocated pre- 
paredness was part of the cause. His 
presidential campaign on the ‘He-kept- 
us-out-of-war’ issue was part oO 
cause. We paid the price later 
broomstick rifles, logwood cannon, sol- 
diers without shags and epidemics of 
pneumonia in the camps.
